The documents were signed in 
Germany 1/2/41, filed in the IB 8/15/41, signatures on behalf of > I.G. by 
Wolfgang Weber and Werner Bernards. 


There is what seems to be a peculiar assignment of patents between i&H and 
Ajax Metal Cirp. hoth of Phila., in 1933: H64-60, fficH assigned to Ajax 
(1 144, 6831, The next day Ajax registered the assignment of license rights 
baek^to MH ("aon-exelusive, non-assignable'J for BcH and affiliated organ- 
izations)

1/18/27 ( which would indicate a prior arrangement because of the time 
reouired, as reflected in other deals), of a patent by A,ann and Four obert, 
assignor Ghemisehe Fabriken Br.- Kurt Albert A.G. Chem. Fab. Albert seems not to 
be the Che, Fab. of I.G. The Th. Goldsehmidt which trasfered its TM Tego 
to RI&CCo is owned by Konzem Goldschmidt, which is not known to bepart of 
I.G. .

title to their patents* 

Ofl all the petent assignments to I&E only 42 preceeded the advent of Hitler, 
Of the assignments of Amer. patents to BcH AG, only one followed the 
accession of Hitler, This, of course, includes all American patents, regard-f- 
loss of owners or original owners.
